is th e o u tlet o f th e lake. 
O u r nex t sto p was at Ft. Pro v idence, 
1 Go miles fro m Ft. Reso lu tio n, then on 
to Ft. Simp so n, 5 00 
miles fro m Ft. 
Sm ith. 
This is the main p o st of the 
Hu dso n Bay Co. fo r the M ackenzie dis­ 
trict and is in charge of Chief Facto r 
Cam p bell. 
T he p o st is lo cated u p o n 
mo st p ictu resq u e sp o t. 
It stands u p o n 
the high so u th bank of the Mackenzie, 
a sho rt distance belo w where 
the 
m ighty L iard co mes sweep ing in fro m 
th e « so u thwest, bearing in its arms the 
m elted sno w fro m the Ro ckies far be­ 
y o nd. 
T he bu ildings, which are q u ite 
nu mero u s and all p ainted white, are 
bu ilt o n th ree sides of a sq u are with a 
lawn in the center, which giv es them 
q u ite an imp o sing ap p earance. 
A bo u t bo n iles belo w Ft. Simp so n 
th e riv er tu rns abru p tly to the no rth 
and as we ap p ro ached this p o int we be­ 
held the p eaks of th s lo fty fo o thills of 
th e Ro ckies. 
W e p assed the mo u ths of

N ahani and the Gro o ee riv ers, 
bo rne on the bo so m of the gre at M ac­ 
kenzie p ast Ft. W rigney : on by p ictu r­ 
esq u e ro c is tinted with b righ t red, 
w hite and y ello w: p ast mines of bu rn­ 
ing co al, the tires in which hav e no t 
been ex tingu ished within the memo ry 
of man and which were bu rning ju st 
th e same when the first white man 
sailed do wn the riv er mo re than 100 
y ears ago . 
Belo w Ft. No rm an, the nex t p o st, we 
entered “ the R am p arts 
o r G rand 
Cany o n of the Mackenzie. 
T he sight 
was grand and imp ressiv e 
T he riv er 
is here cro wded into a channel no t 
m o re th an half a mile n width and 
ru shes alo ng at a fearfu l sp eed fo r sev ­ 
eral miles between p erp endicu lar walls

v iz, in o ne lo o se blo u se m a d e all in o ne 
p iece r e a c h ing belo w th e ir waist, and 
draw n o n o v er th e ir heads: this with a 
p a ir o f tro u sers and fu r sho es co m ­ 
p leted th e ir attire. 
T h e trib e is dis­ 
tingu ish e d by white o r co lo red beads 
wo rn by th e men. in incisio ns m ade in 
their llesh at th e lo wer co rners of th e ir 
mo u ths. 
T h is is also the ho m e of th e 
tr i b e of L a u c h e u x 
Indians of who m 
t h e r e a re q u ite a nu m b e r rem aining. 
T ne C h u r e n o f E ngla nd has e sta b lish ­ 
ed a missio n h e r e which ha- do ne, and 
is do ing a gr a nd wo rk.

all th e c o m ­ 
fo rts and p leasu res of liv ing, th ey h a v e 
bu ried them selv es in this
